Mr. Eisenhow- 

er told the story 

in his book, 

‘ “Crusade in Eu- 
rope.”’ He concluded he was un- 


able to shake the Russian com- 
mander. 


Both systems have done rather 
well by each man. 

To be sure, Marshal Zhukov’s 
star has risen much more be- 
latedly than that of Mr. Eisen- 
hower. Also, there was a time 
when it was almost in eclipse. 
It shown dimly on the horizon of 
an obscure army post in the 
Crimea. There must have been 
days in that period when Marshal 
Zhukov had doubts about the argu- 


ment he had put to Gen. Eisen- | 


hower. He almost Certainly lived 
in some fear the secret police one 
night would come a knocking at 
his door. He was in the bad graces 
of Josef Stalin. The then dictator 
had learned out of his own life 
what to do about opponents. The 
Tsar’s police had permitted him 
to live, though they had jailed 
him. And he was ruling where the 
Tsar had been. 


Stalin 

This was why Stalin had so 
many shot. A dead man was less 
an opponent than a live one. So, 
there must have been days, and 
nights, in the shabby provincial 
Crimean town when Marshal Zhu- 
kov had his doubts about com- 
munism. 

In capitalistic America his old 
friend Eisenhower moved right on 
up—President of a great univer- 
sity, organizer of NATO, and, 
finally, Chief Executive of the 
United States. 

When Stalin died Zhukov came 
up strongly. Today he is being 
mentioned as a replacement for 
Nikolai Bulganin. 

None knows, of course, what 
Khrushchev plans. 

There are rumors kicking around 
Europe that Marshal Zhukov is be- 
ing kicked upstairs, so to speak, 
so as to separate him from the 
army and, thereby, eventually, to 
cut him down in size. 

But, this is most unlikely. The 
Marshal has been a part of the 
present process. He was anti- 
Stalin. It was his weight, and 
that of the army, which enabled 
Khrushchev to eliminate Molotov 
and the group which wanted to 
continue the oppressive strictures 
of Stalinism. 

The only thing which gives the 
rumor any credence at all is the 
fact that Russia is, since Stalin, a 
dictatorship without a dictator. 
To be sure there are ample signs 
that Khrushchev is moving himself 
to fill that role. But until, and 
unless, he can eliminate Zhukov 
he will not be able to do it. There 
exists the almost certain fact that 
for the present, at least, the army 
has a veto right on all decisions. 

So, there is nothing to do but 
wait while an old adage proves its 
truth: “Every revolution devours 
its own litter.” 

But, one wonders about the old 
debate. _ 

What would Mr. Eisenhower and 
Marshal Zhukov have now to say? 


Confession 


The present rulers of Russia, of 
which the Marshal is one, have 
admitted that communism such as 
existed at the time he defended it 
so strongly to Mr. Eisenhower 
has been repudiated by the Mar- 
shal, by Khrushchev and their as- 
sociates. It was denounced as the 
rule of a murderer and worse. 
And they have set about to 
change it. 

In that old argument Marshal 
Zhukov spoke of communism as an 
ideal and capitalism as material- 
istic. 

One might now ask if commu- 
nism was an ideal to the Hun- 
garians? Or to the Poles? Or, one 
might also query whether the 
Communist youth, writers and 
artists still view it as a beckon- 
ing ideal? 

Karl Marx once said that the 
democratic concept was that each 
man is a sovereign, independent 
being with a free will. This, said 
Marx, was ‘“‘the illusion of Chris- 
tianity ”’ 

Americans would do well to 
examine their own ideals and 
beliefs. There is materialism in 
us. But there is idealism too, and 
there is a belief that the state is 
servant to the citizen and not, as 
in Russia, that the state is all, 
the person nothing. 

It is a pity, really, the Marshal 
and the President can’t meet.

In connection with his espionage 
activities, Abel had used pseudo- 
nyms of “Mark,’’ Martin Collins 
and Emil R. Goldfus. It was under 
the latter name that he had leased 
the Brooklyn studio. 

Abel was held in the Alien De- 
tention Center at McAllen, Tex., 
since his June 21 arrest, During a 
hearing June 27, he admitted that 
his true identity was Rudolf Ivano- 
vich Abel, and that he was a citi- 
zen of the Soviet Union.

Army of Police Patrols New York, 
Giving City a Holiday From Crime 


NEW YORK, Aug. 7 (UP)—An 
armed truce was imposed on New 
York City’s teen-gang ridden 
streets today by a police army 
which Tuesday gave the nation’s 
largest metropolis its first night 
without a major crime in nearly 
two months. 

Not only were the city’s 8,000 
juvenile members of 500 gangs on 


their good behavior. Adult crimin-| 


als also went underground, leav- 
ing the police commissioner’s 
principal case sheet blank. 

Nearly 600 men training to be 
policemen were taken out of 
school to patrol the streets from 
6 p.m, to;midnight, the peak hours 
of juvenile terrorism. Reinforce- 
ments of regular members of the 
23,000-man police force took up 
the midnight to dawn vigil. 


Police officers, accustomed to 
at least 12 major acts of violence 
on an average night, were aston- 
ished. The last time the city had 
a clear slate was the night of 
June 19-20. 

Policemen armed with guns and 
nightsticks were underorders to 
meet juvenile force with force, if 
necessary to balt the terrorism 
that has brought 22 deaths this

year, 4 of them in the last 12 
days. 

The emergency force did not find 
a single street gang on the prowl. 
A woman leaped from a hotel to 
her death, A few psychopaths 
were taken to Bellevue hospital 
for observation.

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Annum ' 
oO Current 
Rate 
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Negotiated Contract 
Is Corrupting Evil 


Some days ago The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion said editorially that the system of 
negotiating county road contracts was in- 
creasing and was potentially a great evil, 
permitting waste and corruption difficult 
to discover. 

We repeat it. 

We find the bland admission, follow- 
ing revelation that some county commis- 
sioners have had interests in firms doing 
some of the negotiated contract work, that 
the law is being ignored. 

There is a state law which forbids 
transferring to private firm contracts ne- 
gotiated between the state and counties, 
County commissioners are required to 
sign an affidavit stating the law has been 
observed. 

Yet we have, as of this writing, evi- 
dence that the law is widely violated and 
abused without any of the highway board 
members or its chairman or former chair- 
man voicing any concern about it or re- 
solving to enforce it. 

We hear, instead, a considerable abuse 
of newspapers. Seemingly it is wrong in 
the eyes of some of the administration 
heads for a newspaper to call attention 
to violations of state laws and abuses of 
same. 

We are told blandly that already about 
one-third of the $3,000,000 recently re- 
moved from a surplus fund and allocated 
to the highway department is scheduled 
to ‘wind up” in negotiated contracts. 

The defense of the negotiated contract 
ean be well-oiled and plausible. 

But the facts are that Georgia got along 
without them for most of its life. The 
negotiated contract really began to grow 
under the administration of Acting Gov. 
M. E. Thompson. It was accelerated under 
former Gov. Herman Talmadge. It has 
taken on new scope under Gov. Griffin. 

Much of it admittedly is being done 
with what appears to be cynical disre- 
gard of state law. 

How many county officials are in- 
terested directly and indirectly in con- 
tracting firms doing county work is not 
yet known. The people in the counties 
concerned cannot avoid knowing. Many 
of them have been complaining about it 
but fear some form of economic punish- 
ment if they make public protest. 

Is it too much to ask that the state do 
business as set forth by law and that the 
state government make honest and diligent 
investigations to determine what commis- 
sioners are interested in firms which 
benefit from the contracts which the com- 
missioners themselves negotiate?

Hoffa’s Bid for Power 


Disturbs Labor’s Friends 


Acquitted of bribery in what seems 
to have been one of the strangest trials 
in history, James R. Hoffa apparently has 
the inside track on replacing Dave Beck 
as president of the Teamsters’ Union. And 
this comes despite continued congres- 
sional exposures of connections with rack- 
eteers, extortionists, terrorists and mis- 
handling of union funds. 

Hoffa is now threatening to organize 
all transportation unions under one ban- 
ner, including the infamous International 
Longshoreman’s Union and Harry Bridges’ 
outfit on the West Coast. The intent, he 
said, would be to tie up all transportation 
—not just the truckers. He has not yet 
spelled out his designs on the railroads. 

Labor experts point out that Hoffa's 
great strength now lies in the fact that 


Beck’s retirement leaves a_ leadership 
vacuum within the Teamsters. Beck's 
power was such he brooked no rivals. 


Hoffa’s rise was due to his own audacity 
and not because of help from Beck. 

In our book, Beck and Hoffa are tarred 
with the same brush. The Teamsters are 
in a bad way if they have no other 
choices for leadership. They are inviting 
public revulsion against their union which 
may lead to drastic federal curbs. 

Friends of labor are disturbed over 
the fact that racketeers have been able to 
move in and take advantage of their or- 
ganizations. Rank and file union mem- 
bers.) apparently have been helpless to 
prevent it. Unless they can of their own 
accord, they must have legislative help.

All Pocketbooks Share 
Railway Freight Hikes 


The general freight rate increases au- 
thorized Tuesday by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission will be felt in every 
pocketbook in the land. The hikes amount 
to 14 per cent for the East, 12 for the 
West and 9 per cent for the South. 

Interim hikes granted last year and this 
will increase the nation’s freight bill by 
almost a billion dollars annually. Progres- 
sive hikes have raised freight rates by 
107.6 per cent since World War II. 

* Whether or not the raises were justi- 
fied, they will not lessen the wage-cost 
spiral. They will be reflected in the final

analysis in every consumer item—includ- 
ing food. 

From the railroads’ standpoint, the rate 
increases further will weaken their com- 
petitive position, tending to offset their 
desire to strengthen their financial po- 
sition. 

While we had the impression that the 
railroads’ financial position was stronger 
than in some years, their place in the na- 
tion’s transportation setup is of vital im- 
portance to every citizen. Inflation has af- 
fected their cost picture, too. 

But those who know railroading are 
of the opinion that modernization and in- 
creased efficiency might be of more bene- 
fit to the industry and to the nation than 
the constant pressure for higher rates.

Schools Begin To Tackle 
Bright Student ‘Problem’ 


How public schools can make universal education more effective, 
despite differences among individual children, is a problem which edu- 
cators in primary and secondary schools are beginning to attack. 


It is gratifying that the Georgia 
School Boards Bulletin has taken 
cognizance of the problem to the 
extent of thoroughly discussing 
ways and means of better educat- 
ing so-called fast learners. 

Such a shift to fit educational of- 
ferings to the considerable varia- 
tions in intelligence levels, and in 
other qualifications, is supported 
by the nation’s need for highly 
trained manpower and by a grow- 
ing. feeling that schooling should 
be made more fruitful for the 
masses. 

Teachers have always observed 
great differences in ability to learn 
among their students,, but public 
school systems have been slow to 
change their educational practices 
accordingly. 

For many years the child who 
progressed more rapidly than his 
fellows of the same age was al- 
lowed to skip a grade, but this 
praciice sometimes accentuates 
emotional. maladjustment in the 
younger gifted child. 

The better method is one of en- 
riching the curriculum whereby 
more reading and more original 
enterprise are required of the fast 
learner. 

Some schools are experimenting 
with a plan that has the more in- 
telligent children meeting with a 
special teacher for specific periods 
during school hours; they explore. 


topics not usually included in the, 


prescribed curriculum. 

Another elementary school that 
has recognized the need of tailor- 
made education for gifted children 
arranges for extra hours in the li- 
brary for them and subsequent 
book discussions, Another school is 


trying a half-day workshop pro- 


gram, featuring  pupil-initiated 
projects, research, discussion and 
study of foreign languages and 
science. 


The nation’s schools are doing a 
commendable job in offering spe- 
cial education for indifferent pu- 
pils who resist educational ad- 
vancement, At the same time, they 
should provide a rich, intellectually 
stimulating education for the 
brightest students, who are des- 
tined to become professional spe- 
cialists. 

For all children, it is the mis- 
sion of the schools to lead the 
way toward a useful and well-ad- 
justed adulthood.

Atomistic World Is 
Far From Perfect 


“Thermometers or Thermostats?” That is the 
title of a sermon Dr. Henry H. Crane preached 
some years ago. I have not heard or read the sermon 


but the idea of it challenges me very much. We hear it said, “He wag 
the product of his times.’ In a sense that is true of every man, but 
some men not only mirrored their times, they did something to change 
their times. Thermometers—you find those people everywhere. 


On planes and trains, in barber 
shops and in churches, there are 
plenty of people who spend their 
time merely expressing opinions 
about the day in which they live. 

One recalls Mark Twain’s fa- 
mous saying, “People talk about 
the weather but they never do 
anything about it.’”’ But that is not 
entirely true. Because some peo- 
ple were not content merely to 
say, “Isn't it hot?’’, but set in to 
change the heat, we now have air 
conditioning which changes that 
heat to coolness. 

Moses took-the temperature of 
his day and he was not content 
merely to say, ‘‘Isn’t it bad that 
our people must live in slavery?” 
As a thermometer, he recorded 
the conditions of his day, but also 
he became a thermostat. “This is 
intolerable. It must be changed,”’ 
he said, And with the help of God 
it was changed. 

When the people of Asia Minor 
gaw those first Christians coming 
their way, they said, ‘‘Those who 
turn the world upside down are 
coming here also.’’ Where did they 
get the idea of ‘‘turning the world 
upside down?” They got that idea 
from Him who said, “Ye have 
heard it said of old, but I say 
unto you’’ — “I have come not 
to bring peace but a sword’ — 
‘“‘Not everyone that sayeth unto

me, Lord, Lord, doeth the will of 
My Father’ — ‘‘Be ye doers of the 
Word and not hearers only.” 

There is an old saying, ‘‘Any 
dead frog can float with the 
stream.’

An alcoholic said to me, “My 
life is ended.’’ He was mistaken, 
His life had never begun because 
he had never had the courage to 
face life honestly.

At the outset, he made two 
rulings from the chair that opened 
the way to bring the House bill di- 
rectly before the Senate for con- 
sideration, instead of having it 
take the usual course to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee—where Sen.

Two Fulton County commissioners will observe the 
detonation of 15,000 pounds of dynamite at a south Fulton 
rock quarry at noon Thursday after hearing complaints 
from citizens about damage from quarry blasts. 


Commissioners Archie Lindsey 
and James H. Aldredge Wednes- 
day accepted the invitation from 
Thames Quarry officials to observe 
the blast after hearing from the 
citizens and from quarry officials. 


DAMAGE CLAIMED 


The citizens claimed vibrations 
from blasts had cracked ceilings 
and walls in their homes, created 
noise, dust and odors, rattled dish 
es, scared their children and were 
a nuisance. They were represent- 
ed by attorney Frank Grizzard. 

They asked that the quarry per- 
mit be revoked or that action be 
taken by the quarry so as not to 
damage homes. 


Quarry officials, through attor- 
ney Frank Swift, contended that 
seismographic tests of the blasts 
indicated the vibrations were in- 
sufficient to cause any damage. 


In another action the commis- 
sioners awarded to E. A. Hudson's 
Sons of Bolton a contract of $43, 
101.88 for grading and grassing of 
hangar building sites at the county 
airport. The firm was the lowest 
of six bidders on the job.

Is Blasted 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
aroused sharp criticism from at 
least two quarters Wednesday be- 
cause of his recent criticism from 
order lowering the percentage of 
parity on price supports for pea- 
nuts. 

In Washington, Sen. Talmadge 
(D-Ga) urged the secretary to re- 
scind his order on the premise 
that this step will mean a loss of 
$2 a ton to Georgia peanut grow- 
ers. 


INTENT OF LAW 
The Agriculture Department said 


last February that the price sup- 


port for peanuts this year would be 
on the basis of 82 per cent of 
parity. However, last Monday a 
department announcement placed 
the level at 81.4 per cent of parity. 

Sen. Talmadge said Benson’s or- 
der marked the first time that a 
price support level ever has been 
reduced below the parity percent- 
age as originally announced. He 
said he felt this violated the intent 
of the law. 

WANTS BENSON TO EXPLAIN 

Georgia Farm Bureau President 
H. L. Wingate issued a statement 
from his office in Macon that he 
has written members of Congress 
from Georgia and congressional 
leaders from all peanut areas urg- 
ing that Benson be called before 
the agriculture committee at once 
“to explain why he disregarded 
the law.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (UP)— 
A government cancer expert said 
today he believes some of the sus- 
pected cancer-producing chemicals 
in food eventually may be found 
to produce cancer in man. 

The expert, Dr. W. C. Hueper 
of the National Cancer Institute, 
recommended that Congress bar 
chemical additives which are 
known to be capable of producing 
cancer in animals. 

Hueper joined in a panel discus- 
sion with a dozen medical authori- 
ties before a House Commerce 
subcommittee. Other panelists op- 
posed his recommendation as im- 
practical. But the American Can- 
eer Society sided with Hueper in 
a liettcr to the subcommittee. 

The group is considering legis- 
lation to provide tighter safe- 
guards over the testing of new 
chemicals added to the nation’s 
food supply. 

Dr. William J. Darby, of Van- 
derbilt University’s School of Med- 
icine, urged the subcommittee to 
“beware” of subjecting every sub- 
stance in food to tests to de- 
termine whether it can induce 
cancer in animals. He said the 
tests would take so long as to 
be “impossible.”

420 OVer tire United States to shoot 
with him in quail season. He works hard at help- 
ing his hunters have a good trip, and since he 
devotes many hours of off-season attention to 
the bob-whites on his lands, he always comes up 
around the opening date with some excellent 
quail shooting, which usually lasts through the 
season, 

I’m glad he’s added float trips to his other 
venture, It is something comparatively new in 
Georgia, even though many other states have 
had it for a long time. Handled right, it can be 
one of fishing’s most delightful experiences. 

One of my best such trips was to tht White 
River in Arkansas, where Mark Trail’s daddy, 
Ed Dodd, and I spent four days on the White and 
Buffalo rivers with G. O. Tilley, of Bull Shoals. 
Tilley has been in the business long enough to 
have every detail figured down to the last fish 
hook. We camped on gravel bars, so white and

clean that a hundred-acre bar didn’t have enough 
dirt in it to pot a plant. Esch one of the guides 
knew his job—how to handle a boat and what 
the fish would strike at any hour of the day. We 
had a cook with us. His outdoor cuisine would 
have been a credit to the guy who invented 
cooking. Each morning we woke to the perfume 
of frying ham, hot biscuits and coffee, and sat 
down to a breakfast that could only be efhanced 
by the beauty of the spot where it was served. 

After breakfast, we’d shove off with our 
tackle for the trout and smallmouth bass pools 
down river. The cook remained behind, to take 
down tents, pack his grub supply in the commis- 


sary boat, and pass us about the middle of the 
morning on his way downstream, 

At noon we'd find him again on a shaded 
gravel bar, with a lunch of fried chicken, fresh 
vegetables, corn sticks and the drink of our 
choice. He’d pass us once more in the middle 


of the afternoon and when twilight settled over 
the river valley, we'd make our last cast and 
drift into another gravel bar, where the tents 
were up, a campfire burning and steaks ready 
to broil over charcoal. 


The smallmouth fishing was tops and we 
caught a few rainbow trout out of the cold wa- 
ters of the White, but it is those delightfully cool 
midsummer evenings, with the campfire glow- 
ing, conversation flowing, and the stars hung 
as a curtain across the sky, that Ed and I most 
vividly remember. 

I’ve made some pretty rugged float trips on 
my own, where I did all the paddling, cooking 
and camp-making as well as fishing, and en- 
joyed every minute of it.

Two years before the village of East Point was even 
a gleam in the eye of a railroad surveyor, the city’s first 


church had its beginning. 


It was in 1845 in a log school house nearly two miles 
northwest of the present city that a group of “ardent 
Methodists” formed the Shady Grove Methodist Church, 
today known as the First Methodist Church of East Point, 


Two years later the Atlanta and 
LaGrange Railroad selected the 
site of East Point as its eastern 
terminus. | 

With the railroad came the peo- 
ple and with the people came the 
churches.

TODAY East Point is a thriving 
metropolis, ranked eighth in popu- 
lation in the state. The churches 
have not failed to keep pace. There 
are no less than 30 organized 
churches today with a combined 
membership of more than 15,000. 

The Methodists were first but the 
Baptists were not far behind. 

The exact date and identity of| 
the original Baptist church in East 
Point are not known. The First 
Baptist Church lists its constitu- 
tion date as 1889 but the Sholes 
Georgia State Gazetteer and Busi-| 
ness Directory of 1879 says, ““The| 
village has two churches — Baptist 
and Methodist.”’ 

Early records of the First Meth- 
edist Church are complete, how-| 
ever, and show that the Rev. John 
W. Yarbrough and John Hinton| 
were the first preachers in that | 
log schoolhouse.

The Jan. 1, 1957, estimate by the 
Merotpolitan Planning Commission 
fixed the population at 29,200.

East Point 
Tax Digest 


Shows Rise 


$3 Million Gain 
Over °56 Figure 


East Point’s 1957 tax digest 
shows an increase of almost $3 
million over the 1956 figure for a 
record high $43,550,130, according 
to Tax Commissioner N. H. Per- 
ner. 


Perner, in a written report to 
City Council, listed an increase of 
$2,987,665 over the previous re- 
cord-breaking 1956 digest of $40,- 
562,465. 

In a breakdown, real estate val- 
uations constitute 55 per cent of 
the total digest at $23,946,395. 
Other categories include business 
(balance sheets), $13,042,352 or 
29.9 per cent; autos-trucks, $3,- 
850,037 or 8.9 per cent, and utili- 
ties, $2,711,346 or 6.2 per cent. 


THE DIGEST, based on a 10- 
mill tax levy, and other taxes, will 
net the city a total of $450,328 in 
revenue. The chief source, ad val- 
orem tax, is set at $435,501. Other 
sources include state intangibles, 
$1,400; recording tax, $4,400; 
housing authority, $5,600; autos 
(not on digest), $3,300, and pen- 
alties, $127. 

The digest for anticipated reve- 
nue is an increase of $5,501 over 
an éstimated digest of $430,000. 


Real estate gained 1.2 per cent 
over the 1956 budget of 53.8 per 
cent; utilities gained .4 per cent 
over 5.8 last year, while business 
dropped .5 per cent and autos- 
trucks dropped 1.1 per cent.
